Claims 1-1 1 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Hunter (U.S. Patent 5,127,209). 

Hunter shows a transfer device 36, a serializing device 10, a row of compartments 34 
and each compartment is configured to accommodate at least one product. 

Re claim 2, the speed of device 36 is fully controllable. 

Re claim 3, there is a velocity component along the compartments direction of travel. 
Re claim 4, a constant rate of travel is disclosed. 
Re claim 5, the receptacles change their shape. 
Re claim 6, shown is a pair of sidewalls 24. 
Re claim 7, the angle changes. 
Re claim 8, shown Is a circulating conveyor 12. 
Re claim 9, a pulley causes a bend. 
Re claim 10, the belt 12 serves as a stop. 
Re claim 1 1 , where the articles contact the belt is a fixed location. 
Re claim 14, the compartments are formed by pairs of walls. 
Re claim 15, the compartment is opened while being loaded then closed after 
loading. 

Re claim 16, the trailing wall is tilted. 

Re claim 17, shown is a circulating conveyor 12. 

Re claim 18, the conveyor 12 is deflected in order to tilt the walls 24. 
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Claims 12 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hopkins (U.S. Patent 4,223,779) shows a fixed stop 40. The 
remaining cited patents show transfer devices feeding to compartmented serializing 
devices.
